The 1700 kHz Test Card #1 
A zine for the Radio Enthusiast APA by Fred Moe 
Summer 2024 
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Early Radio History Mystery— According to the NH Association of Broadcasters, 


WEAQ was the first licensed radio station in New Hampshire, operated by the YMCA of Berlin NH in 
1922. Prior to that it had been an experimental station. When I get some time to drive over to Berlin (25 
miles to the east of here), I am going to dig around for more information on WEAQ. There is no 
documentation of the station actually having broadcast anything. I believe the license was deleted 
within a couple of months. What is odd to me is that a remote logging town would be the first to put a 
medium wave signal on the air in New Hampshire rather than Manchester or Nashua which were at the 
time well populated industrial hubs. 


Why 1700 kHz? And why a test card? —1 operate a very low power Part 15 radio 


station called Groveton Community Radio which is sometimes broadcasting at 1630 kHz and sometimes 
at 1700 kHz. I have an affinity for Test Cards since my father was a television and radio broadcast 
engineer. I’m also a sucker for old Test Card and continuity images and audio/musiec. So it’s a 
combination of two of my passions. 


Why an APA?.-1 spend too much time staring at screens. Out of both a self-care and altruistic 
impulse, I thought it would be healthy to try and reconnect with the written page more often—books, 
zines, and writing. An APA is an opportunity to establish offline communication which can be 
augmented by online references or resources where needed. It is a step toward the aesthetic that I hope 


to return to as I shift into retirement: typewriters, letters, writing zines, and enjoying the many aspects 
of radio that I love. 


Groveton Community Radio is my lo-tech Part 15 micro-broadcasting project using 


nothing but an audio source and a Talking House transmitter. I don’t have the funds for anything 
fancier, not even a range extender. The signal carries around the block with the exception of areas that 
have serious interference from electronics being used at the elementary school next door. How does the 
audio sound? Depends on your standards of quality. I suspect many people would say it sounds like 
“something out of a black & white movie”. To my ears, which are familiar with shortwave signals and 
terrible propagation, it sounds just fine, best on higher quality radios but even very enjoyable on a car 
radio. I transmit a couple of days a week on no set schedule, usually 24 hours more or less at a time. My 
one minor point of promotion is a page on Facebook which (surprisingly) does have people reading 
posts. In the best of all worlds, I would approach a non-profit in town to see if they would like to fund 
an equipment upgrade so that the signal would cover most of the village. I am hoping to find someone 
who might see the value in a hyper local AM station. 


In the interim I have permission to relay some excellent programs including Dollar Country (a deep 
dive into lesser-known country 45’s), Radio Survivor (great media related podcast), and The Lively 
Lounge (easy listening music curated by Tony Currie of Radio Six) and FM Odyssey with Fred Migliore.

On the pyrite frequencies: An archival interview with 
Robert & Rav from WAIR aka All Indie Radio 


One of the more elusive stations that has appeared on the pirate shortwave scene in the 
past two+ decades is WAIR — All Indie Radio. This is an interview I did with the original 
WAIR ops Robert and Rav Yardbrown. 


What was the inspiration behind WAIRP 


Robert: Indie music gets little or no exposure on commercial radio and none in the 
shortwave realm. It just seems like pirate radio and DIY music fit 
together. 


Rav: Listening to the Beatles and guys like Jim Rao of Orange Cake Mix 
What exactly is “indie” music (for readers not in the ‘know’)? 


Robert: Indie is non-commercial, do-it-yourself music. It transcends genres, but we like to 
play indie pop and indie rock type music, some of which might be heard on the hipper 
freeform or college radio stations. 


Rav: Ask my cousin Robert. He knows all the most obscure bands on the planet. 
Who are some of the musicians you’ve played on WAIRP 


Robert: We did an indie band tribute to Phish, with unknown bands playing Phish tunes. 
We've played a number of tracks by the band Scenic, formerly Savage Republic, a musical 
creation of Bruce Licher from Independent Project Records. We did a spin-off of WAIR called 
KIPR playing sets of music from the IPR vaults. We'll play any record that features Pam 
Berry on vocals, she’s been in a dozen indie bands —- Black Tambourine, Castaway Stones, 
The Pines, The Snowdrops ... she has the voice of an angel. We’ve also played modern indie 
pop music featuring the harpsichord from a collection called Harpsichord 2000. 


What is that gorgeous interval signal music you play at the start of the broadcast? 


Robert: It is Windy & Carl’s “Consciousness” though sometimes we use Low’s 
“Transmissions” just for a change of pace.

Thanks to a rare alignment of the stars, timed to 
coincide with a note from Frederick Moe asking for input for a 
proposed radio-oriented APA, a couple requests for yes a long- 
overdue updated aircheck collection list, and a rare-these-days 
desire to write a zine on the topic anyway, well here you go. 
Some will get this from the above-mentioned APA, some will 
get this because we trade airchecks, and others because you 
have expressed an interest in radio at least in the past.

Writings, audio, etc. for the radio APA should only be 
submitted to the e-mail address. He also produces zines such as 
Tin Can Mailman, and radio programs for shortwave stations. 


As for me, well I have had an interest in radio since my age was still in the single digits. 1960s Chicago was still 
dominated by AM stations, with Wally Phillips, Franklyn MacCormack, and Cubs baseball on WGN. WLS and WCFL 
duking it out for Top 40 supremacy, WVON and WGRT playing hits the two flame-throwers would not touch, WMAQ 
and WIND playing hits for adults, WAIT playing the instrumental versions, and several little right-end-of-the-dial stations 
broadcasting various European languages. At night, the AM band really opened up with “stations between the stations”, 
such as the St. Louis Cardinals on KMOX, weird progressive rock from KAAY Little Rock, sometimes inane and 
sometimes fun talk from Herb Jepko on KSL Salt Lake City, and Canadian news from CBL Toronto and CBM Montreal. 

The FM dial at the time was a place for niche programming, experimentation, and automation systems of varying 
quality, but alas I rarely heard what was up there until my first FM radio in about 1973. 

Some kids dreamed of being a fireman, or a doctor, or a pilot. I set my sights on being a disc jockey. None of my 
real-life radio work has been for pay ... just a couple college stations, a non-profit, and at present a monthly program of 
old airchecks on a WFMU webstream. 


Here’s an assortment of writing about radio from recent issues of my regular perzine MarkTime. Most of this 
covers stations that caught my ear the most during my travels. Here’s some from MarkTime #147 (Summer 2023): 


“There should have been little to no surprise that radio would be at best "meh" in Pleasant Hill. There was never 
much local radio out there even in the 1980s, and the many hills block nearly all of the San Francisco FMs and all of the 
San Jose FMs. The only San Francisco FMs one can get are either the two biggies who have sticks in the East Bay hills 
(94.1 KPFA Berkeley and 107.3 KLVS Livermore ... the latter back in the 80s was KSTN-FM from Stockton) or the several 
San Francisco majors who have same-frequency repeater stations in or near Walnut Creek. The only local stations out 
that way in 1981 were: 

990 - KKIS Pittsburg 

1480 - KWUN Concord 

89.5 - KSMC Moraga 

90.5 - KVHS Concord 

92.1 - KDFM Walnut Creek 

“Though there were only three commercial stations. none seemed to have enough of an audience to be consistently 
successful. KKIS did have a decent if fuzzy signal even in San Francisco during my first visit in 1978. Their most obvious 
attempt at fame and fortune was when they lured Dr. Don Rose away from KFRC in 1987, also taking over the use of the 
92.1 Walnut Creek AND setting up a repeater on 92.1 west of the hills that | could sort of hear at my apartment near 
downtown Oakland. Several changes later, they are now KATD, and have been simulcasting 1010 KIQI San Francisco 
for several years. | did not hear them at all in several attempts at the hotel, but the KIQI webstream still has a dual ID with 
KATD. 

“KWUN was a decent local station in the mid-80s, but after several call changes gave up in 2003 when their tower site 
proved too valuable as real estate. 

“KSMC is the station for Saint Mary's College in Moraga. The college is half-hidden in a valley south of Orinda and is 
only 800 watts, so it always surprised me when | did get to hear them, most recently at a hotel in Walnut Creek in 2021. 
No luck this time, though alas | was two miles further north.

“KVHS gets out much better from Clayton Valley High School, despite only being 400 watts. | recorded several hours 
on Friday and Saturday. In the past they have been Top 40 or rock. This weekend they played mostly 60s and 70s 
progressive and classic rock, but then | did not get to hear them during school hours. 

“The 92.1 in Walnut Creek has gone through many call and programming changes through the decades. Just during 
my Bay Area days they were KDFM, KINQ, and KKIS-FM. During my 2001 stay in Walnut Creek they were KFJO, 
simulcasting album rock KSJO San Jose. A couple years later they were simulcasting the standards from 960 KABL 
Oakland. In 2021 they were KKDV simulcasting 101.7 KKIQ Livermore, itself the only local radio station in the Dublin- 
Livermore-Pleasanton area. These days, 92.1 remains KKDV but they are simply simulcasting "Bay Country" from 94.5 
KBAY Gilroy/San Jose. 

“In the 80s | would take advantage of the lack of strong local signals by making field trips out to Briones Regional Park 
in the hills above Pleasant Hill to listen to and record stations from Napa and Solano counties, plus any Sacramento, 
Stockton, and Modesto stations not blocked by Mount Diablo. | would stay until nearly dark, or at least until too many 
grazing cows wandered by. Some of those Sacramento and Modesto stations could be heard at the hotel last week. Of 
the three most memorable Napa-Solano stations, | could kinda get 95.3 KUIC Vacaville and the little 89.9 way up in 
Angwin. The latter, religious KANG in the 1980s, | could even hear in Oakland a few times on my Panasonic FM DX 
machine. 89.9 is these days just another robot simulcasting the University of Southern California's Bay Area classical 
mini-empire that also ruined the former KUSF at University of San Francisco sad face. One | hoped to hear again but no 
luck was 99.3 KVYN from Saint Helena. In the 1980s they were country and sounded automated, but had some 
wonderful long-form jingles and IDs. After many years as country they shifted to Adult Album Alternative, probably a 
better fit for the Napa wine crowd, but | have yet to hear them as AAA. 

“As | already noted, some of the major San Francisco FM stations have repeaters from some site in the hills above 
Walnut Creek. None of the repeaters were heard to be rebroadcasting the primary station’s HD2 or HD3 signals ... I'm 
guessing the wattage is weak enough on the repeater that the HD2s and HD3s would be too much weaker to bother.” 


From MarkTime #148 (Fall 2023): 

“Saint Louis was the best city on the trip, and the radio was good 
enough. Longtime classic rocker KSHE has an even better HD2 
subchannel with what some call "deep tracks" classic rock including 
refreshingly few burn-outs. WFUN was R&B, Ok-ish for being an Audacy 
station which is like saying Burger King is a great local restaurant ("Well, 
at least it's not an iFartMedia station, radio's equivalent of McDonald's"), 
and WFUN's HD2 was "Classic 107.3", programmed much like a 
midwestern NPR radio station with classical, show tunes, folk, and other 
non-commercial programs. There are several non-commercial stations of 
note, especially KDHX with several "Americana" radio shows throughout 
their weekly schedule, and WSIE with jazz and "smooth jazz." On the not- 
so-good side, Audacy and iHateMedia own too many stations in the 
market, leading to too much imitation vanilla-flavored radio. Saint Louis 
and Kansas City were especially bad for morning shows filled with aimless 
chatter, doubly annoying as they don't even watch the clock for giving 
time-checks or legal IDs. At least one of the stations (| forget which, and 
don't want to bother looking) has an HD2 that airs nothing but reruns of old 
morning chatter shows 24/7. Must be an Audacy thing, as KLOS’s HD2 
does the same in Los Angeles. 2 : a 

“Nancy enjoyed the oldies on 104.5 in the Des Moines area... another [ez Foe tt 
case of the car radio being too much better than my recording radio, as the Zs SiN 
low-power translator on 104.5 that rebroadcasts KAZR-HD2 was too weak [peg 
to record either at Culver's or downtown, and the HD radio rides in the OLS [ 
trunk between hotel stops. Speaking of radio, there was Sooooo much sauininy | music, even way up north in Austin, 
Fargo-Moorhead, and Sioux City. 

“Our overnight in central Kansas would be south and west at Beloit, as it was convenient to our Monday stops and the 
105.5 in town was still listed on Radio-Locator as easy listening. Alas, KVSV-FM was nearly all vocals now, more of a 
"soft adult contemporary” still worthy of recording just not easy listening anymore. Their AM on 1190 was country, though 
did have a decent live local morning show including a "swap shop" type segment, and the DJ played Jim Stafford's "Cow 
Patty". | see | made a sidenote about being impressed | got to hear the group Kansas IN Kansas on some station.” 


From MarkTime #149 (Winter 2024): 

“Staying in downtown Eureka provided much better radio reception where we usually stay on the south side. Cal Poly 
Humboldt’s student-run station, 105.1 KRFH-LP came in well from Arcata, and | got to hear 97.7 KKDS-LP from Blue Ox 
Community School and 94.7 KLGE’s jazz for the first time. And then there is 790 KEJY ... Wikipedia and Radio-Locator 


https://radio-locator.com/cgi-bin/locate?select=city&city=Eureka&state=CA has had KEUJY listed as running “Traveler 
Information” for years, but I’ve just heard them simulcast other Eureka stations such as (then) wacko-talk KWKW or 


country KEKA. 980 KWSW recently dropped talk for AC, helped by a translator on 95.5, and 1480 KEUB is a listenable 
enough oldies station also on 92.7. 

“Radio changes since last visit to the Palm Springs area: The 103.1/Palm Desert still runs the 60s-80s “MeTV Music” 
but changed its calls to KMEE. MeTV Music dropped their Saturday night Yacht Rock and disco-dance shows since 
November, just running regular programming in those time-slots. The former user of 103.1, 1270 KGAY, got its own 
translator on 106.5, squeezed in between 106.1 and 106.9. The all-jazz KAJI-LP is gone, and the other two valley LPFMs 
both went religious ... the 97.1 in Palm Desert is now part of the Conservative Catholic “Relevant Radio” chain. For those 
seeking overly-politicized pretend religion, 90.9 KPSH Coachella was taken over by Jimmy Swaggart Ministries. 1010 
(which | had last heard as sports) bit the dust. 1340 KWXY’s translator on 92.3 is also gone, though that is just a formality 
as they have had signal issues for years even without being next to the 92.1 (by far the weakest of the valley’s three!?! 
country stations). 1340 itself has issues, with its signal and with its messy mix of music anymore.” 

“As previously noted, Needles, California is in a very scattered radio “market” with Bullhead City/Laughlin, Kingman, 
and Lake Havasu/Parker. Each cluster of towns has 3 or 4 stations, none of which seem to reach more than two of the 
four areas on their own so there are many, many FM translators to be sure to hit all four mini-markets. Translators are 
licensed broadcast facilities with call signs, assigned frequencies, and city-of-license, and as such are supposed to be 
identified but they rarely are in the Needles, etc. area. Few of the stations offer any live DJs or local content, especially 
the many religious stations. Few stations have any music or programming | can listen to for more than a few minutes at a 
stretch. AC-oldies KFLG Bullhead City (barely heard in Needles on 1000 or via their 99.3 translator from Laughlin) is the 
most obvious exception, though is automated except for John Tesh’s syndicated show. No college or public stations! 
There is a construction permit for a low-powered station in Needles ... LPFMs can bring some fresh life to a dead radio 
market, but not in this case as the licensee is 3 Angels (religious, like they need any more mining the market for 
contribution money). 

“For our February and May San Jose-San Francisco visits, | did not bother much with radio beyond KFJC, KKUP and 
any stations that changed call signs since last summer. For some reason two of the recent (So-called) “Educational” 
Media Foundation’s recent South Bay acquisitions had call changes ... 97.7 
KJLV became KWAI, while 95.3 KLRK picked up the KJLV calls. Both by the 
way now run “Air1”. 96.1 KSQQ went back to being Portuguese fulltime, with 
longtime Portuguese station KLBS out in Los Banos also giving the KSQQ ID 
despite there being no overlap in their signals. KSQQ still just IDs itself, not 
ever even bothering to ID its translator down in San Martin. Oops, forgot to 
mention 1590 KLIV is back on the air, but they just simulcast 1430 KVVN’s 
Vietnamese programming. Two notable new “HD” stations ... KSJO added an 
HD3 and an HD4. The HD3 is what someone listed as “Punjabi hits”, and the 
HD4 has what | would say is a dance-AAA hybrid they call "Hi-Fi Dreams". No 
surprise, the HD4 signal is unstable north of San Jose. | will try them again 
next time up there. Oh yes, big changes at 92.7 KREV in Alameda. | used to 
be able to record them in the South Bay, but not since 1310 KMRY added a 
translator in Union City on 92.9. Anyway, KREV went through some turmoil 
until they were bought out by the folks who own KEXP in Seattle. They hada 
transition period with hip-hop “The Hustle”, then in early March they started 
rebroadcasting KEXP and then changed calls to KEXC. Next time we stay closer to San Francisco | will record some 
KEXC, plus stations | like up there such as KPOO, KALW, KALX, and some of the LPFMs up that way. 

“The Big Bear Lake radio “market” is isolated, as the lake valley is about 7000 feet above sea level and surrounded by 
mountains up to 3000 feet higher. Very little live or local programming. Here’s the entire Big Bear radio list: 

88.7 KFHM Big Bear City, Religious. | have given up trying to record KFHM’s top-of-the-hour legal ID, as they only give 
the IDs for one or more of their Prescott-area stations and/or translators 

93.3 KBHR Big Bear City, Adult Album Alternative, mostly automated, with the very occasional news and local weather 
inserts 

94.1 KSVB-LP Big Bear City, AC-oldies. Has at least one program, “Crap From the Past” from KFAI Minneapolis 

94.5 KVBB-LP Big Bear Lake, AC-oldies 

96.5 K243BQ Big Bear City, Religious = 90.5 KNLM Yucca Valley, in turn just a satellite of KNLB Lake Havasu City AZ 
101.7 KXSB Big Bear Lake, Ranchero. Part of the “Radio Lazer” cluster in Southern California, and the only Big Bear 
station that can be heard “off the mountain” 

102.5 K273CO Big Bear City, Adult Album Alternative = 93.3. Useful in some spots where KBHR has signal issues.”

WAIF RADIO SHOWS ?VE KNOWN AND LOVED

Today I want to tell you about my favorite step-child: WAIF, Cincinnati. I’m for real about that. The for-real, 
legal name, of the organization is “WAIF, the real step-child radio of Cincinnati.” It is fitting for a station that 
can be considered to be part of Generation X to also be a step-child. The station was conceived in the early 
seventies, with organization taking place for it in 1973 and it first went on the air in 1975 (that’s what makes it 
Gen X). The only thing that would have made the name better is if it was the real red headed step-child. 
Sometimes, when you are involved in community radio, it feels like you are a red-headed stepchild. 

I first remember tuning in to WAIF during the summer after the sixth grade. This would have been around 
1991. I loved listening to the radio, but it was usually limited to WEBN at that time, as they played the hard 
stuff. Heavy metal was one of the first subcultural forms of music I flocked to. My older sister Margaret was 
into metal, as was my cousin Matt Frantz, who now makes post-industrial experimental music 
(https://mattfrantz.bandcamp.com/music). The older kids on the street I grew up on were mostly westside hoods 
and they listened to metal. But I start to drift into more alternative sounds whenever I heard them. That was 
often enough as just then the heyday of alternative music was getting underway. Janes Addiction was in the air, 
Nirvana was in the streets, and Radiohead was about to creep on in. And I’d heard rumors of something called 
punk here and there when I came across movies like Valley Girl being played on Star 64. 

WAIF wasn’t beholden to corporate playlists, and back in those days, the summer was a fun time to tune in to 
the station, as it would be flooded with new shows, many of them of the most strident and strange variety. The 
summer show schedule was different each year and lasted all the way from the beginning of operation until 
2012, because for those first few decades of its existence, it shared the frequency with a school. 


When a radio station applies for a license it needs to have a probable frequency it will be able to sit on where it 
won’t interfere with other frequencies. Those can be few and far between in a crowded metro area. So rather sit 
on their behinds waiting for a miracle to happen and a frequency to open up, they partnered with a vocational 
school who had station WJVS that operated during school hours, nine months out of the year. WAIF would only 
come on the air after school was out for the day. This was sometime between three and five in the afternoon and 
it would stay on until somewhere between six and eight in the morning, except on weekends. 

So before WAIF moved to 24 hour broadcasting, their was always a block of shows in the summer that would 
be temporal, giving people who wanted to have a go at making radio a chance to have a summer show. Tuning 
in during the summer in the nineties was like being out on the open range. It was a time of wild untamed 
broadcasts from twenty-something Gen Xers and a slew of weirdos who set upon the station to get their voice 
and music out on the air. 


I remember the day clearly when I first latched on to the station. I was told to wash the dishes and I wanted to 
be entertained while I did so, so I plugged in the cheap GE boombox I[ had and tuned around, settling on 
something that sounded a little different at the far left of the dial. That’s when I hard the announcers read out the 
“Sensitive Materials” disclaimer warning listeners who might be offended to tune away. After that business was 
done they played the song “Cop Killer” by Body Count, the legendary heavy metal band fronted by rapper Ice- 
T. The song had been banned and copies of the record recalled, causing a stir in the media. Yet, it was still out 
there, and here I was hearing it, in all of its unedited, uncensored glory. Killing anyone is not something I 
advocate, being of a non-violent persuasion, but to hear such music grabbed my attention to say the least and I 
became glued to the set. Not the TV set, the radio set. 


I wish I knew the name of many of those shows from the summers from throughout the nineties on WAIF, and 
it’s possible I still have cassette recordings of some of them. I taped what I could, but there was so much, and 
sometimes I taped over other things. I didn’t think that one day, having already listened to the tapes a bunch, I’d 
be craving to listen to them again. Maybe some of those shows still exist in the box of tapes in my closet. I hope 
to rediscover some of them when I make the time to go through those Memorex memories. 

As the years went on I became more and more of a dedicated listener to WAIF, and started to discover some of 
the shows on the evening roster. Some of these are as follows. 


Some of the regular shows I listened to included Alien Transmissions a two-hour block of punk rock on between 
10 PM and Midnight on Mondays. When the clock struck twelve, one of my all time favorite radio shows came 
on. This second show, the legendary Art Damage, has had profound influence on my life came on the air. It was 
hosted by founder Uncle Dave Lewis, but with a variety of rotating hosts that came in and out of the studio 
doors. A friend of mine had given me a tape of Art Damage before I ever tuned in, but after that I tuned in as 
often and as much as I could. The tape had been edited to remove all the talking, so for the longest time I had no 
idea who the bands that had been played were, or who the DJ was. Later, I ended up figuring some of it out, as I 
encountered those songs again in the wild. There had been pieces by Sun Ra, Nurse With Wound and many 
others who became staples of my later listening. But Art Damage played a lot of local music too by the bevy of 
experimental artists and misfits in Cincinnati and hard to find underground sounds from beyond. Every show 
was an avantgarde education. I had my first exposure to Charles Ives listening to Uncle Dave who rhapsodized 
about how Ives had been an early music collagist, only doing those audio collages in the idiom of classical 
music. The people involved in that show also organized a lot of gigs in different venues, and as soon as I could 
(towards the end of high school) I started going to these, but it took me a bit longer before I actually met any of 
the people who were involved. After I came back from my brief tenure at Antioch College, where I’d gotten my 
first taste of broadcasting, I found myself working with someone closely connected to the show and he got me 
on the air as part of the rotation, but that’s another story. 


One other show I remember clearly from that same time period of first discovering Art Damage, was another 
summer program and that I don’t remember the name of, had a profound impact on me and my desire to make 
cut-up tape music with cassettes. The host talked about how it was possible to plug in two different sound 
sources, one for each of the left and right jacks on stereo, to make a homemade, cheap, down and dirty two 
track recordings. Because of its nature, this method isolated each sound to one side of the stereo field. The 
combined influence of Negativland, Art Damage and the instruction from this show convinced me I could make 
music with tape myself. I’d already been using the cassette recorder as instrument in my band The Astral Surf 
Gypsies, so it wasn’t much of a step to proceeded to make some of my first tape cut-up albums, such as Mental 
Stirfry. These tapes too sit in my closet (I hope!) and long to be digitized. 


Another favorite show on WAIF was Alien Soundtracks. It differed from Alien Transmissions by being more 
devoted to playing electronic, early industrial music, psychedelic and goth music. The show always opened up 
with the track “Forever Alien” by Spectrum (Sonic Boom). Then it would slip into playing music by the likes 
of Chrome, Helios Creed, The Legendary Pink Dots, and Babylonian Tiles (who I got to see and meet before 
lead singer Brin sadly passed away). Alien Soundtracks was hosted by Chris Lockhart who had also spent time 
as an Art Damage host. He gave me my first taste of The Poppy Family and the song “Free From the City” 
which I’ve remained especially fond of. 


Hometown-HiFi was my go to show on Wednesday evenings, on between ten and midnight. It did things that a 
lot of shows at WAIF did. Since this was community radio nobody was getting paid, and most people had day 
jobs. This could make it difficult to keep a show going as a solo host. What a few shows ended up doing was 
have rotating hosts, and different people would come in each week. Hometown HiFi took that to the next level 
with a different version of the show being on on the first wed., a second version on the second, and a third on 
the third. While I no longer remember the exact order, or even all of the shows, I do recall most. Poodlebites 
gave listeners an education in all things Frank Zappa. And while it didn’t turn me into a total Zappahead 
overnight it was always wild. These days I’d say I’m a Zappa fan lite. I like so much of it and have my favorite 
Zappa albums, but I haven’t become a totally converted disciple. Another Hometown HiFi flavor was Mekon 
Country Radio, which I always enjoyed. This was hosted by Michael Riley, a local record store worker, music 
promoter, and all around hero in the scene. I never got to know him personally but I did enjoy this show which 
was on once a month, and was devoted to the music of the Mekons, the punk band from Leeds, England. After 
their initial splash and dash with punk they drifted over into alternative country and roots music, while never 
losing their taste for DIY or their punk edge. Riley played a lot of other similar stuff from other bands who were 
mining and making the alternative country sound back then in the nineties. He also worked at the little record 
store inside the late Buzz Coffeehouse, and back then I barely had enough money for the coffee required to 


hang out inside, let alone records. If their was a fifth Wednesday in the month it was always devoted to Electric 
Church, two hours of music by Jimi Hendrix. These were fewer between, but always worth catching. The show 
is still on, but they’ ve moved away from that rotation, now having settled into a format that is still heavy on the 
Zappa but veers into other rock and roll with large doses of comedy. 


Back on the local culture front, the long running Kindred Sanction was always the place to hear all manner of 
music from the many fine bands in town. Most of it was in the indie genre, but they branched out to play other 
styles as long as it was from an artist who had a Cincinnati connection. 


Weird Trips was a late overnight show I heard only a few times, but boy was it weird. It was similar to Art 
Damage in some respects, but as if the people involved in Art Damage had gotten taken to a few Dead shows 
and Rainbow Gatherings. In other words, it was highly psychedelic and very hippie. It featured sound collages, 
but these were aimed at people who liked jam bands and tie-dies and things with bears on them, more than the 
art school types who congregated around Dave Lewis and his show. 


Other shows are the stuff of legend. The shows that were on before I heard them myself, and had already gone 
off the air by the time I tuned into WAIF. Michael Riley’s Danceable Solution explored a wide selection of 
underground music. Hippies in the late seventies had a late night broadcast called Nocturnal Emissions. Others I 
heard people talk about and forgot, even as the transmission itself was gone. 


I'd be remiss if I didn’t mention the show I spent the most time on the air for at WAIF, On the Way to the Peak 
of Normal. This program was started by John Cadwallader and Craig Kelley, with Kelley taking over the reigns 
for many-many years. He was joined by Carrie Nation at times. When my friend Andrew Hissett started filling 
in for this show, he pulled me in and I became part of the rotation. When Craig wanted to retire from doing the 
show (he’d done it for close to twenty years since the early to mid-eighties) he handed the reigns over to me, 
and I kept the show on for a few more years until early 2014. On the Way to the Peak of Normal played an 
eclectic mix of krautrock, alternative rock, post-rock, electronica and everything in-between. Listening or being 
on the air for the show, I always felt musically at home. 


There were a number of reasons why I ended the show and “quit” radio, but one of them was to focus on 
writing. I have done that, and have started to achieve some of what I set out to do with my writing. But at the 
same time, I didn’t leave radio behind for long. In 2015 I got my ham radio technician license, and the 
following year upgraded to general. I became an active member in the Oh-Ky-In Amateur Radio Society. In 
2016, Ken Katkin, the host of another WAIF radio show I love, started asking me to fill in for the first time on 
his wonderful program of underground rock music, Trash Flow Radio. All these years after I “quit” radio, I’ve 
been getting on the air with my ham station, filling in at WAIF for Trash Flow sometimes just a few times a 
year and sometimes more. One of the first things I started writing a series of articles about was radio, and now 
those articles have become my first book, The Radio Phonics Laboratory. And I haven’t even mentioned getting 
hooked up with Pete Polyank and DJ Frederick, and the journey taken onto the shortwaves, creating segments 
for the shows Free Radio Skybird and Imaginary Stations. For those who’ve tasted radio, it’s something really 
hard to give up. But why would you want to? 


WAIF, of course, isn’t the only station I listened to. Stay tuned to this frequency for the next installment of 
Radio Shows From All Over the Freaking Place That ’'ve Known And Loved.
